a man in his 70s, suffered se¬ 
rious injuries and was also 
taken to Addenbrooke’s. 

His passenger, later named 
as Wendy Wheatley, 74, of 
Valentine Close, Manea, was 
placed into an induced coma 
by a Magpas air ambulance 
doctor, before being taken to 
the hospital by land ambu¬ 
lance. 

She was reported to be in a 
serious but stable condition 
when she arrived, but later 
died. 

A county council spokes¬ 
person said: “Our thoughts 


are with all those involved 
as well as their friends and 
families. 

“Until the police finish 
their investigation it would 
be wrong of us to comment. 
But we, as always, will work 
with them closely and look 
at any action that could be 
taken, including any educa¬ 
tion campaigns to improve 
road safety. 

“The council is in the pro¬ 
cess of commissioning a de¬ 
tailed road safety route study 
of the A142 between Ely and 
Chatteris, which is expected 
to be complete by July this 
year.”

Home safety 
visits hit 1,000

CAMBRIDGESHIRE Fire and 
Rescue Service has notched 
up its 1,000th ‘Safe and Well’ 
visit, supporting the most 
vulnerable residents. 

Launched last summer, 
the service is working with 
Cambridgeshire County 
Council, the police and NHS 
to support people living 
alone in their own homes. 

The visits aim to prevent 
falls in the home, address 
fire safety, tackle addiction, 
reduce the number of people 
falling victim to scams and 
ensure residents stay warm 
and nourished. 

Last Thursday, Norma 
Carver, 82, of Ely, was the 
1,000th person in Cam¬ 
bridgeshire to receive a 
home visit. 

She said: “They said they 
would like to come and 
check if the house was safe 
for me. So they came in and 
they were absolutely charm¬ 
ing. Laura and David asked 
general questions to get to 
know if I had if I had fam¬ 
ily around, or had financial 
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problems. 

“They looked around, 
checked in all the rooms and 
checked my fire alarms. And 
there were three items which 
I changed after they came. I 
didn’t think they’d find any¬ 
thing but they did and I was 
jolly lucky. I had the old two- 
way plugs and they weren’t 
happy with that so they rec¬ 
ommended a longer exten¬ 
sion.” 

The Safe and Well visit pro¬ 
vides the service with suf¬ 
ficient information to sup¬ 
port individuals and, with 
consent, to refer individuals 
to selected partner agencies 
who will be able to support 
them further if they have 
specific health and well be¬ 
ing issues. 

Paul Clarke, community 
risk manager at CFRS, said: 
“It is great to see the Safe and 
Well model having a positive 


impact on the lives of those 
living in our communities 
and empowering the most 
vulnerable to continue living 
independently with the sup¬ 
port networks around them 
that they need access to, but 
may not have known existed 
prior to their visit. 

“Although we target our 
work through partner agency 
data sharing to reach those 
most vulnerable people in 
our communities first, it is 
vitally important that people 
make referrals to us if they 
think someone they know, 
whether it be a loved one, a 
neighbour or a friend, could 
benefit from our completely 
free of charge service too. We 
will never share data for any 
commercial purposes and 
you are never under obliga¬ 
tion to answer any questions 
that you do not want to.” 

All Safe and Well visits are 
pre-arranged, so residents 
should be mindful that the 
fire service will not cold call. 
To arrange a home visit call 
0800 917 9994.

alcoholic drinks increasing by 31 per cent 
in the UK since 2007. 

As free school meals disappear off the 
menu, for £3 the fund will provide lunch 
for a child over the summer, while £9 will 
buy an emergency food parcel for a fam¬ 
ily for one day.

The A142 has claimed 
the lives of five motorists in 
three years. 

In December four cars 
and a lorry were involved 
in a crash on the A142 near 
Mepal - claiming the life 
of one person and leaving 
three others injured. 

Last June, a motorcyclist 
was killed after a collision 
with a van on the A142 near 
Mepal. 

In 2014, there was anoth¬ 
er fatal incident involving 
a lorry on the same road, 
near the Mepal Outdoor 
Centre.

The 
pilot was Steve Wood who 
was with crew member Lee 
Kennedy. 

The incident was also at¬ 
tended by land ambulance 
paramedics, police and 
Cambridgeshire Fire and 
Rescue Services crews.

Homeless crisis 
solved - council 


A TEAM which aimed to 
tackle the spiralling home¬ 
less crisis in Ely and the 
surrounding area, claims to 
have eradicated the problem. 

East Cambridgeshire Dis¬ 
trict Council drafted in the 
team three years ago to re¬ 
duce the costs of temporary 
accommodation and fight a 
growing list of people con¬ 
sidered at risk of homeless¬ 
ness. 

In 2013 the region’s three 
homeless hostels were full 
to bursting. There were 
200 households classified 
as in ‘desperate need’ and 
30 households in bed and 
breakfast accommodation, 
costing the local authority 
£750,000 a year. 

The council reported last 
week it had ‘emptied one 
of the hostels, reduced the 
priority list to single figures, 
slashed the cost of B&B 
placements to zero’ and 
slashed costs by £250,000. 

Director of Operations, Jo 
Brooks, said a more collabo¬ 
rative approach was key to 
tackling the problem. 

She said: “When we started 
we were looking at how to 
tackle the immediate prob¬ 
lem, prevent it getting worse 
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and put in place a plan for 
the future,” she said. 

“We began by implement¬ 
ing a series of drop-in surger¬ 
ies and forming a support 
network by working in con¬ 
junction with other council 
departments, external agen¬ 
cies and organisations. 

“This included collaborat¬ 
ing with prisons, hospitals 
and charities as well as form¬ 
ing relationships with private 
landlords.” 

Through this the council 
implemented a deposits and 
rents loan system to help 
people sleeping in hostels af¬ 
ford private tenancies. 

Money loaned to them is 
then paid back to the coun¬ 
cil interest-free and in line 
with that person’s earnings 
or benefits. 

The authority said so far 
the system had a 95 per 
cent collection rate and has 
helped thousands of people 
find a place to call home. 

Chairwoman of regula¬ 
tory and support services 
committee, Cllr Anna Bailey, 
said: “Homelessness is bad 


for everyone, for individuals, 
for families and for society 
as a whole. Homeless people 
are not just those struggling 
with drugs, alcohol or mental 
health issues. Any one of us 
is just two steps away from 
homelessness. 

“A lot of our success has 
been a result of changing 
perceptions and educat¬ 
ing people on the subject of 
homelessness.” 

The authority said the new 
scheme meant the housing 
department is preventing 
450 households from becom¬ 
ing homeless every year. 

The department has also 
gone from spending £1 mil¬ 
lion a year on the issue to 
zero. 

Housing and community 
safety manager Angela Par- 
menter added: “We are ex¬ 
tremely proud of all we have 
achieved but we can’t afford 
to get complacent. 

“Homelessness is about 
taking a joined up approach, 
to ensure that the most vul¬ 
nerable in society have the 
help and support they need 
to get their lives back on 
track. We will continue to de¬ 
liver that service to the best 
of our ability.”

Residents help 
lucky escape as

RESIDENTS rallied to help 
an 82-year-old pensioner 
and a driver had a lucky 
escape when Storm Doris 
bombarded the region with 
70mph winds last week. 

OAP William Paterson was 
helped by Soham neigh¬ 
bours after a tree fell on his 
bungalow. 

And a 41-year-old driver 
from Sutton had an aston¬ 
ishing escape after high 
winds blew a huge horse 
chestnut tree onto his car. 

The Met Office had issued 
an amber alert, warning 
of the storm’s potential to 
cause disruption and said it 
had morphed into a “weath¬ 
er bomb” - a meteorologi¬ 
cal phenomenon caused by 
deepening pressure levels. 

Mr Paterson said: “It’s a 
bit difficult to do anything 
quite frankly because I’m 
on a pension, have walk¬ 
ing problems and I’m now 
82-years-old. 

“The tree came down and 
it cracked right by my bed¬ 
room window.” 

He said that a man called 
Austin Jones heard about 
the incident and volun¬ 
teered his help. 

Mr Jones invited the pub¬ 
lic to come on a Facebook 
group and a local compa¬ 
ny, DS Movements, volun¬ 
teered its services to clear 
Mr Paterson’s garden free of 
charge. 

A spokesman for Mr Pat¬ 
terson’s landlords, Lynsey 
Squair, operations director 
maintenance and reinvest¬ 
ment at Sanctuary Group, 
said: “We apologise for not 
visiting Mr Paterson on 
Friday, but owing to Storm 
Doris we had a huge num¬ 
ber of calls to deal with. We 
have been out to see him 
today (Monday) and will 
ensure the rest of the tree 
is removed and his roof is 
thoroughly checked.”

Motorists had been ad¬ 
vised by police to avoid 
all but essential travel last 
Thursday as Doris wreaked 
havoc across the region, 
uprooting trees, overturn¬ 
ing vehicles and damaging 
homes. 

David Keene, 41, an out¬ 
door instructor from Sut¬ 
ton, was driving through 
Witcham on his way to work 
when he saw the tree start 
to fall. 

Dubbed “the oldest conk¬ 
er tree in Witcham”, it fell 
across the road, crushing 
the front of his car, at about 
1.40pm. 

Mr Keene said: “I had a 
lucky escape! Had I been 
two feet further forward I 
would have been squished.” 

Passer-by Owen Edge, 40, 
took photos and video foot¬ 
age of Mr Keene’s miracu¬ 
lous escape. 

He said: “It was only when 
I got closer that I realised 
a car was squashed under 
it, so I naturally got out to 
check whether someone 
was inside. 

“Fortunately the driver 
had managed to crawl out of 
the car and was completely 
unharmed. 


“I filmed it all on Face- 
book live - it was the first 
time I’ve done that, and 
probably a pretty good time 
to do it!” 

In Mr Edge’s Facebook 
live video, Mr Keene said: “I 
saw the tree coming, but it 
was coming too fast for me 
to do anything other than 
crouch.” 

Mr Keene escaped with 
nothing but a tiny scratch - 
no bigger than a paper cut - 
on his hand. 

He added: “I’m going to go 
out and buy a lottery ticket 
now.” 

Mr Edge also said: “The 
tree that fell on his car was 
the oldest conker tree in 
Witcham - I used to get all 
my conkers there when I 
was a kid - but now it is no 
more.” 

A delivery vehicle for 
Corkers Crisps was also 
overturned in heavy winds 
at Eye Hill Drove, near So¬ 
ham, at around midday last 
Thursday. 

The driver was shaken, 
but uninjured, and was ex¬ 
amined by an ambulance 
crew at the scene.

Drivers using 
mobiles face 
bigger fines 

A CAMPAIGN is being launched 
to highlight the dangers of using 
a mobile phone while driving and 
raise awareness of a change in the 
law. 

From March 1 the penalty for 
driving while using a mobile phone 
will double to six points and a £200 
fine. For drivers with less than two 
years' experience that could also 
mean a ban. 

Highways England has provided 
Cambridgeshire Road Policing Unit 
with an HGV cab to assist with 
enforcement. 

The HGV cab has room for two 
officers and provides a better 
vantage point to help catch 
offenders who may be driving 
larger vehicles. It has also provided 
funding to train extra police 
officers to enable them to get an 
HGV licence. 

Cambridgeshire Police 
Commissioner Jason Ablewhite 
said: "Too many lives have already 
been devastated by the horrific 
consequences of people using 
mobile phones behind the wheel. 

I would rather people lost their 
licences than innocent people 
their lives. Together we must do 
everything we can to make using 
mobile phones whilst driving as 
socially unacceptable as drink or 
drug driving."

We can't afford 
to lose doctors

Make it easier 
to power up 

MUCH as I applaud any initiative 
to encourage the use of electric 
vehicles, I must admit some dismay 
on reading your article 'On-Street car 
chargers due' in the Wheels section 
of your paper last week. 

I have owned an electric vehicle 
now for over three years and it is 
currently our sole family vehicle. 
However, due to the disastrous 
policies of the charging companies 
and lack of a credible public charging 
infrastructure, I will be thinking very 
carefully before purchasing another 
electric vehicle. 

I would imagine my vehicle usage 
is relatively common, 90% of my 
usage is local, with only 10% of 
return journeys being over a 90-mile 
range which necessitates the use of 
public charging. I am the holder of 


a handful of RFID cards and have 
three installed iPhone apps that allow 
me access to the majority of public 
charge stations. However, pricing 
policies for accessing these facilities 
are changing, and not to the benefit 
of consumers. 

I understand that those who 
provide public charge points have to 
run a profitable business, but recent 
policy changes by these companies 
in particular subscription based 
charge models have made public 
charging so unattractive that I will 
seriously need to consider if reverting 
to petrol is the only option for longer 
journeys. 

If the Government is serious 
about encouraging the take up 
of electric cars to meet emission 
targets by 2020, any available 
public money should be directed to 
supporting the companies building 
the public infrastructure so that 
fuelling electric vehicles becomes 
at least as straightforward as it is for 
conventionally powered vehicles. 

Can you imagine if you had to pay a 
monthly subscription or required an 
app to fuel at Sainsbury's, BP or Shell 
as well as pay for the fuel! 

I believe legislation and financial 
support should be introduced to 
encourage the following measures, 
until we have the required number 
of electric vehicles on the road to 
make the infrastructure financially 
viable. 

■ 1. STOP charge subscriptions and 
ensure ALL public charge outlets are 
accessible to ANY user via debit or 
credit card rather than RFID or App. 

■ 2. Legislate for a requirement to 
provide 1 x 7Kw charging post at 
every town centre car park per 50 
spaces. 

■ 3. Legislate for every service 
station at a suitable threshold to 
provide 1 x 50kw fast charger, say any 
station with a turnover of £1 million 
pa would be required to go 50/50 
with the government for installation. 

From an owner's perspective 
I have never felt comfortable 
with 'street' charging. Firstly, it's 
impossible to guarantee that the 
space will not be taken by a petrol 
or diesel car, and secondly, it's 
impossible to guarantee that cables 
will not cause obstructions or be 
tampered with. I would far prefer 
to go to a local service station 
and charge to 80% capacity in 30 
minutes than leave my vehicle in the 
street to charge overnight. 

Unfortunately, it's presently 
impossible for most EV drivers 
to do either. I do hope that the 
requirement for cleaner transport 
will not be stifled by a lack of good 
legislation and astute financial 
support.

Study shows rise 
in rail passengers

IT’S boomtime for rail in Cam¬ 
bridge, Newmarket and Ely with 
passenger numbers rocketing, 
according to a campaign group. 

A study by Rail East has re¬ 
vealed how the Cambridge and 
surrounding stations are on track 
to break records in the numbers 
using the service over the past 
five years. 

Group member Mike Farahar 
has compiled detailed figures 
which show the upward trend in 
the East of England has contin¬ 
ued by 4.7 per cent over the year 
to 2016 - and a massive jump of 
22 per cent since 2011. 

Cambridge has seen its pas¬ 
senger numbers grow from 8.245 
million in 2011 to 10.954 million 
last year - a rise of 32.9 per cent. 
That growth has come on the 
back of controversial park and 
ride parking charges, according 
to the campaign group. 

Newmarket has seen a huge 64 
per cent increase, from 197,900 



ALL ABOARD: Passenger numbers 
have risen in the region, according 
to a rail campaign group 


in 2011 to 324,600 last year. 

Shelford has increased by 16.8 
per cent, and Ely from 1.732 mil¬ 
lion to 2.132 million. 

Meanwhile, Stansted Airport 
station has taken off with a 47.6 
per cent increase, last year boast¬ 
ing a total of 6.012 million pas¬ 


sengers, up from 4.074 million. 

Christopher Burton, vice 
chairman of East Anglia Rail Fu¬ 
ture, said: “Stansted Airport’s 
33 per cent (2015/16) is simply 
down to increased numbers of 
air customers after a few years in 
the doldrums caused largely by 
the 2009 banking collapse. 

“Cambridge, like Norwich, is 
particularly tricky to enter by 
car in the peak periods allied to 
a park and ride charge being in¬ 
flicted 18 months ago, which is 
possibly causing changes in trav¬ 
el mode. 

“Cambridge is also the East 
Anglian city with the least em¬ 
ployment problem plus a strong 
commuting link with London 
with around 70 per cent of its 
footfall heading in that direction. 

“That said, employment in all 
the other regional cities, including 
Peterborough, has been at least 
holding up well. 

“Penal housing prices, how¬ 
ever, are driving out-of-town 
developments near railheads, 
especially around Norwich and 
Cambridge.”

In her weekly 
column for 
Ely News, MP 
for South East 
Cambridgeshire 
Lucy Frazer tells 
of a Private 
Members' Bill 
to enable a 
guardian to look 
after the affairs 
of a missing 
person 



ON March 18, 
2009, Claudia 
Lawrence, a chef 
at the University of 
York disappeared. 

On that day she 
returned home 
from work and 
that evening spoke 
to her parents by 
telephone making 
plans with her 
mother to spend 
Mother's Day 
together. She has 
not been seen 
since. 

For the last eight 
years her father, 
Peter Lawrence, 
has campaigned 
vigorously 
alongside 'Missing 
People', a charity 
dedicated to 
bringing missing 
children and adults 
back together with 
their families, for a 
change in the law 
to deal with some 
of the practical 
difficulties that 
have arisen from 
her disappearance. 

Around 4,000 
people go missing 
every single 
year yet there 
is currently no 
mechanism under 
the law for anyone 
else to manage 
their property and 
financial affairs. 
Data protection 
and contract 
law prevent 
dialogue between 
banks, landlords, 
insurance 
companies and 
utility companies 
with any party 
other than the 
account holder. 

At a time when 
a family is going 
through suffering 
and concern for 
their loved one, the 
last thing they need 
is the practical 
inability to deal 
with the day-to-day 
issues which need 
to be managed. 
There may be a 
need to ensure 
any dependents 
are provided for, 
mortgages are paid, 
and other bills are 
dealt with. 

This is why I am 
strongly in favour 
of legislation 
currently going 
through the House 


of Commons to 
enable someone 
with a sufficient 
interest in the 
property and affairs 
of the missing 
person to appoint a 
guardian. 

The Bill draws 
on systems used 
abroad and 
on the system 
for appointing 
deputies under the 
Mental Capacity 
Act 2005. It is a 
Bill with cross party 
support, brought 
by way of a Private 
Members' Bill. 

I was privileged 
to serve on the 
Bill Committee 
last week which 
took this proposal 
to the next stage 
of the legislative 
process allowing 
it to proceed and 
hopefully shortly to 
become law. 

On a lighter note 
it was a pleasure 
to welcome 
local clergy to 
Westminster this 
week, a visit I 
was delighted to 
arrange with the 
Bishop of Ely. 

The group had 
the benefit of 
a tour of both 
the House of 
Commons and the 
House of Lords, 
exploring the 
bishops' robing 
room as well as 
following me 
through the lobbies 
to vote! I even 
learnt a few facts 
about the House 
of Lords that I 
never knew. The 
bishop and I share 
a keen interest 
in improving 
education and it 
was good to have a 
further opportunity 
to discuss this as 
well as to hear 
perspectives from 
the group on 
issues facing the 
community.

330 youngsters 
flee care homes 


MORE than 330 children 
went missing from care in 
Cambridgeshire last year, 
including youngsters aged 
just 10 - but a new anti-child 
exploitation agency is being 
set up to tackle the problem. 

Data has revealed how 
many children flee care 
homes in the county and 
how long they remain on the 
run, with one child missing 
for 40 days. 

In 2012/13 a total of 88 
children went missing, in¬ 
cluding 18 aged between 
10 to 14 years old, with the 
maximum length of time 
missing at nine days. 

The following financial 
year, 63 children disap¬ 
peared, of which 19 were 
aged 10-14, and the maxi¬ 
mum time on the run was 23 
days. 

In 2014/15, the number 
rose to 163 missing young¬ 
sters, with a maximum stay- 
away of 23 days and 41 chil¬ 
dren aged 10-14 were put on 
the missing list.

But in 2015/16, the num¬ 
ber of missing leapt to 332, 
including 81 aged 10-14 and 
the maximum stay-away was 
40 days. 

Cambridgeshire County 
Council chiefs, who are in 
charge of children in care, 
say the increase is due to 
better recording of data. 

But they also admit a new 
team is being set up to re¬ 
duce numbers. 

A spokesman for Cam¬ 
bridgeshire County Council 
said: “We pay scrupulous at¬ 
tention to how we respond 
to and monitor children in 
our care who go missing. 
This means we have im¬ 
proved how we recorded the 
cases of children going miss¬ 
ing and therefore this has 
also increased the numbers 
being reported. 

“We are working with 


partners to establish a Miss¬ 
ing, Exploited and Trafficked 
Service within our Multi- 
Agency Safeguarding Hub. 
This team will undertake all 
Return Home Interviews to 
continue to develop a clear 
understanding of the issues 
affecting children who go 
missing and the interven¬ 
tions required to prevent 
further episodes. 

“The service will work 
closely with other authori¬ 
ties who place children in 
care in Cambridgeshire. 

“The new Cambridgeshire 
Multi-Agency Child Sexual 
Exploitation procedures will 
be shared widely and will 
be available on the Cam¬ 
bridgeshire Local Safeguard¬ 
ing Children’s Board website 
from the end of March 2017.”

Lola plays big part 
in Ian’s renaissance 


A PUB in Ely is helping one of its 
regulars get back on his feet. 

The Minster Tavern held an 
exhibition of a former homeless 
man’s drawings last weekend, in 
the same space where he discov¬ 
ered his art skills while rebuild¬ 
ing his life. 

Ian McKendrick’s ‘hyper real¬ 
istic’ drawings feature scenes of 
Ely life, with cameo appearances 
of his companion Jack Russell, 
Lola. 

Once a highly successful busi¬ 
ness man with his own Starr Ra¬ 
dio show, the ex-IT consultant’s 
problems started when he had 
a heart attack three years ago - 
the result of the financial stress 
of navigating a business through 
the troubled waters of the reces¬ 
sion. 

Unable to work due to ill 
health, he lost his house and be¬ 
gan suffering from clinical de¬ 
pression. 

“The Minster’s been so sup¬ 
portive, Lou the landlady and her 
husband are so lovely and they 
are always looking out for me,”

said Ian.“The worst part of my 
breakdown that I had was that 
it affected my ability to mix with 
people and talk to people. 

“I was really anxious and in¬ 
credibly self conscious, but I had 
to take Lola out every day and 
she just wants to say hello to eve¬ 
ryone. She’s a very social dog so 
being here in the Minster Tavern 
is fantastic. I don’t have to inter¬ 
act with people I can just sit right 
here and Lola can see lots of peo¬ 
ple ... in every single one of my 
drawings I hide a tiny picture of 
Lola.” 

It is hoped the show will help 
raise the profile of Ian’s work and 
cover print costs to enable him to 
make a living from his art, once 
he completes his health recovery 
programme. 

Since working in the pub the 
pair have become local celebri¬ 
ties and Lola has even been given 
a special pass to Ely Cathedral, 
where her owner draws pictures 


of the ornate stonework. 

Ian recalls: “One of the priests, 
Alan Hargreave, said ‘well why 
don’t you go into the cathedral 
and draw,’ and I said, ‘well you 
don’t allow dogs and because 
Lola suffers from separation anx¬ 
iety I can’t leave her at home’. 

“So he asked me to write her a 
letter and someone came round 
to check Lola wasn’t the size of a 
horse. A few days later I got the 
little pass through the post and 
now she goes in there and the 
staff make a big fuss of her.” 

Since his quadruple heart by¬ 
pass surgery two years ago, Ian 
says he still finds it hard to lift 
large drawing boards, so instead 
works using an Ipad given to him 
by a friend. 

Minster Tavern landlady and 
friend Louise Medhurst de¬ 
scribes Ian’s life as being like 
something out of a Hollywood 
blockbuster. 

“This is far from a tale of woe 
but one of sheer resilience,” she 
said. “We feel extremely privi¬ 
leged.” 
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Glossy ibis 
returns to 
Wildspace 


In a column for the News,

A n exotic-looking egret¬ 
sized bird, a glossy ibis, 
with dark cinnamon- 
coloured plumage and a long 
down-curved bill was found last 
week in the Ely Wildspace area. 

While glossy ibis is no 
longer the UK rarity that it 
was 20 years ago, finding a 
local bird in February on the 
water meadows bordering the 
riverside path was a welcome 
surprise and attracted birders 
from far afield in the UK to 
come and add it to their "year 
lists". 

The Ely ibis may be the 
same bird as that seen here in 
November last year and that 
stayed in the Wildspace for two 
weeks before heading off to 
Barway. 


Since 2003, when an influx 
into the UK of more than 20 
birds occurred, glossy ibis has 
become a regular visitor to the 
UK, with at least a dozen birds 
recorded each year, sometimes 
in small groups. 

Evidence from ringing 
studies reveals that these 
birds come from Spain and 
southern France, both of which 
have established breeding 
populations that are spreading 
rapidly northwards. 

This expansion of the range 
of glossy ibis echoes that of little 
egret back in the 1990s. Little 
egret is a white heron with 
black legs and yellow feet that 
is now commonly seen in the 
Ely area in ditches, by the river 
and on the water meadows. 


Grey heron and little egret 
are some of our earliest 
breeding birds. The Ely heronry 
is already active this year, with 
three nests currently occupied. 

As February ends, we look 
forward to a renewal of insect 
life in March as the sallows 
and blackthorns come in to 
bloom and attract early bees, 
butterflies and hoverflies. 

Records for the Ely Wildspace 
Big Year project ( elywildspace. 
org.uk ) are accumulating and 
the pace is starting to quicken 
as spring approaches.

What people prioritise 
when setting up home 



ONE in 20 Brits take more 
than a year to unpack after 
a house move, but most get 
the Wi-Fi up and running in 
24 hours, according to a new 
study by UK housebuilder 
Redrow. 

The research, which 
polled almost 2,000 home- 
owners, looked into how we 
approach the challenge of 
setting up home and asked 
questions about priorities 
when moving in. 

For more than half of us 
(58 per cent), getting the ket¬ 
tle on for a well-deserved 
brew is the number one pri¬ 
ority after we have stepped 
over our new home’s thresh- 
oid. 

This was especially im¬ 
portant for homeowners in 
Nottingham, with nearly 
three-quarters (72 per cent) 
unpacking the kettle first. 
The next most-popular pri¬ 
ority across the UK was get¬ 
ting the bed made (10 per 
cent). 

Often considered the 
‘heart of the home’, the 
kitchen is the first room we 
focus our efforts on (38 per 
cent), followed by the main 
bedroom (29 per cent). The 
dining room and spare bed¬ 
room are usually left until 
last. 

Interestingly, far from fo¬ 
cussing our efforts on get¬ 


ting a home into a function¬ 
al state, with furniture built 
and utilities plumbed in, the 
study revealed we often fa¬ 
vour setting up the TV and 
getting online, and ‘dress¬ 
ing’ rooms with candles and 
cushions. 

Almost two-thirds (65 per 
cent) of homeowners sur¬ 
veyed said they connected 
their TV in the first 24 hours 
and a similar percentage (57 
per cent) set up their Wi-Fi 
router during this timeframe 
too. 

In contrast, one in sev¬ 
en (13 per cent) said they 


managed without a wash¬ 
ing machine for two weeks 
or more, and over half (63 
per cent) waited a week or 
more to get the dishwasher 
installed.

Your Guide to Moving Home 

Moving home can be a complicated business and in the hectic run up to the big day it is all too easy to forget something vital. 
The team offers their readers this handy checklist to help avoid any major pitfalls. 

We suggest you tick them off as you go.... 


4-2 WEEKS TO GO: 


Q Packing - start packing and sorting through your 
belongings. Now is a good time to de-clutter and 
pack items rarely used. Make sure you have plenty 
of sturdy boxes, bubble wrap and sticky tape. 

EJ Removal companies - get estimates from removal 
companies, checking that comprehensive insurance 
cover is available against damage or loss. Is there a 
packing and unpacking service? Confirm the date 
of your move with the firm you have chosen. 

d Insurance - check on your home contents 

insurance policies to ensure that you are covered 
for the move, and covered at your new address. 

Q Utilities - make arrangements for your gas and 
electricity meters (plus water meters where 
relevant) to be read and all your appliances to be 
disconnected on the day of your move. Arrange to 
take over gas and electricity at your new address, 
and make sure that all appliances will be properly 
fitted, plumbed or connected. 

Q Telecommunications - Notify your telephone and 
broadband provider and ask them to make the 
necessary arrangements for a final account at your 
present address, and for taking over or installing 
telephone and broadband facilities at your new home. 

Q Post - Look into re-directing your post for a few 
months to make sure you receive all relevant 
correspondence. 

Q Children - Look into the possibility of your 
children, especially young children, staying with 
family or friends on the day of the move. 

Q Pets - Make arrangements for any pets to be 
booked into a cattery or kennels if required. Having 
your pets microchipped is a good idea and if 
already microchipped, have the address changed 
to your new one. Your vet can advise on this.

J OHN BOYNE accepts that 
he will forever be known as 
the author of The Boy In 
The Striped Pyjamas, no 
matter how great his 
novels have been before or since 
his children's story became a hit 
and was made into a movie. 

But he doesn't begrudge the fact 
that his 2006 novel - in which an 
innocent nine-year-old boy, Bruno, 
the son of a Nazi commandant in 
the Second World War, befriends a 
Jewish boy in a concentration 
camp, unaware of his terrible plight 
- may have usurped better novels 
he has written. 

"It sits absolutely fine with me," 
John insists. "Sometimes people 
think it might be a cross to bear or a 
burden, but it's not. That book was 
an incredible gift that changed my 
life. Who knows if I would be sitting 
here now talking about my latest 
book if The Boy In The Striped 
Pyjamas had never happened? 

"It gave me financial freedom, it 
gave me readers. Very few writers 
get a book that defines them. I 
don't think you should be negative 
about something so positive." 

Thanks to that book, which has 
sold more than six million copies 
worldwide, John lives in a large 
detached house in Dublin. 

"I call it the house that Bruno 
built," he quips. "I know when I die, 
it'll be 'The author of The Boy In 
The Striped Pyjamas has died' and 
I'll never write a book that sells as 
many as that. It's not my best book 
-1 think The Absolutist or my latest 
book are my best books." 

John, 45, who has written 10 
novels and five children's books, 
admits some of his work is bleak. 

He grew up gay in Catholic 
Dublin - his last book A History Of 
Loneliness centred on child abuse 
in the Irish Catholic church - but he 
wanted his latest story, The Heart's 
Invisible Furies, about a gay man 
finding his way in post-war Ireland, 
to make people laugh through 
adversity. 

It begins in 1945 when a baby is 
born out of wedlock to a teenager 
cast out from her rural Irish 
community. The baby is adopted as 
Cyril Avery by a middle-class 
Dublin couple and befriends a 
more confident boy, Julian 
Woodbead, who provides a dubious 
anchor through much of his life. 

This is John at his best, charting 
the history of Ireland and beyond, 
over 70 years, against a backdrop of 
prejudice and bigotry. 

The drama is tempered with 
glorious humour as Cyril blunders 
from mistake to mistake, living with 
the eccentricities of his adoptive 
parents - a philandering, 
fraudulent banker and his hugely 
successful, snobbish novelist wife, 
who hates the fact that her books 
are read by the masses - coming to 
terms with his sexuality and 
forming clutch of heart¬ 
warming, if unlikely, 
relationships with both men 
and women. 

"I didn't want to depress 
the reader. I didn't want this 
to be a character whose life 
has been destroyed by his 
sexuality. You can find 
humour in it, too." 

John found his comedic 
voice as he was coming out

John Boyne - best-selling author of The Boy in the Striped 
Pyjamas - is venturing into new humorous territory with his 
latest book. HANNAH STEPHENSON catches up with the 
Irishman and discovers why writing remains his true escape 


of an 11-year relationship, he 
reveals, although he's reluctant to 
elaborate. He tweeted in 2014 that 
he married his partner, but says 
they split in April. 

"Writing this book was my 
security cushion," he reflects. "I 
could switch off all the bad stuff 
when I turned on my laptop. 

"Maybe one of the reasons there 
are so many jokes in it is that I had 
to lighten my own mood. 

"I tried to make myself laugh to 
lessen the darkness of what was 
going on around me. That's been 
quite difficult, but such is life. 

"Whatever went wrong there 
wasn't to do with my job. I'm still 
trying to figure out what went 
wrong." 

There are pockets of John's own 
early life which echo the prejudices 
shown towards his character Cyril. 

"The emotions that he has as a 
younger person in trying to deal 
with his sexuality and being able to

express it to other people is 
something that any gay person 
would feel familiar with. 

"Even today, although society is 
more accommodating, there is still 
that moment of fear and what it will 
mean for one's life once you've said 
it. There's no going back. I'm gay 
and I would have felt that in the 
Eighties when I was a teenager." 

John knew that he was gay when 
he was eight or nine, he recalls. 

"I was frightened by it, thinking 
that if I was honest with other 
people - and with myself - that it 
would have catastrophic 
consequences for my life." 

He went to an all-boys Catholic 
school run by priests who were, in 
his words "pretty vicious" 

"Some of them were sexual 
predators and quite violent. That 
was something I struggled with for 
a long time afterwards. I felt a lot of 
anger towards the church." 

He stopped going to mass at 16 
, - he had been an altar boy at 

eight and over the years was 
humiliated and beaten by 
various priests and lay teachers. 

He came out to his friends 
and family when he was in his 
early 20s and says: "My parents 
were fine. It didn't come as the 
biggest shock in the history of 
the universe, but they were 
worried about whether I'd be 
happy in life." 

To this day, John suffers from 


depression, which he puts down to 
the fact that his priests and teachers 
made him feel worthless. 

"The depression is ongoing," he 
says candidly. "Anybody who 
suffers from that generally has to 
take a tablet every day. Sometimes 
it's just a chemical imbalance. 

"I'm not the strongest human 
being when it comes to traumas. 

"I'm emotionally thin-skinned. I 
need to take something to keep me 
balanced. Being gay was probably 
part of it. Dublin was a difficult 
place to be." 

Writing is still the happiest thing 
in John's life. After studying English 
literature in Dublin, he took 
creative writing at the University of 
East Anglia, Norwich, winning the 
Curtis Brown prize. Striped 
Pyjamas wasn't his first book - but 
it remains the defining one. So, are 
there more movies on the cards? 

The History Of Loneliness has 
been auctioned for a TV four- 
parter, The Absolutist may be made 
into a movie, and John reckons the 
latest epic could be a Netflix series, 
but he's not holding his breath. 

"I always said with Striped 
Pyjamas that until I’m in a cinema 
with popcorn in my hand and the 
curtains are opening, I'm not going 
to get worked up about it. My focus 
is on writing books."
